Yeggmen blew open the 
vault 
in 
the Rushville postoffiee last night or 
early this morning, escaping 
with 
several thousand 
dollars 
worth of 
revenue stam ps and several hundred 
dollars worth of postage stamps. 
They obtained appoximatelv 
$10 
in ea*4i but overlooked in their haste 
over $200 in cheeks and cash which 
were in two cigar 
boxes 
in 
the 
vault. 
The robbers made no attem pt to 
enter the small safe inside the vault 
which was said to contain 
several 
hundred dollars in cash. 
The exact loss will not lie known 
before tonight or in the mornincr as 
the checking up process was not be­ 
gun until late this afternoon, under 
the direction of Postoffice Inspector 
Schaeffer, who 
arrived 
here 
trom 
Indianapolis at noon. 
Before attempting to arrive at the 
amount of stam ps stolen, tiie 
post- 
office 
inspector 
went 
over 
the 
ground thoroughly with 
Postm oster 
G. P. Hunt, Sheriff E. M. Jones and 
postoffice employes. 
The yeggmen left no elews aside 
from a soft felt hat and some of the 
tools thev used in breaking the knob

on the vault door and blowing open 
the two doors leading into the vault. 
M art Coyne, who is acting as a 
nurse at 404 North Perkins 
street, 
is reported to have heard a noise be­ 
tween one and two o'clock, but this 
could not be confirmed. Other per­ 
sons 
reported 
suspicious 
circum­ 
stances lrfst night but the authorities 
apparently have no tangible elew on 
which to work. 
The robbery was first discovered 
this morning at 6:25 when Clarence 
Cross, one of the postal clerks, open­ 
ed the office. 
He stated that he at 
once noticed a peculiar smell 
and 
soon discovered that the safe had 
lieen blown open. 
The robbers after gaining an en­ 
trance by using a “jimmy” at the 
rear 
window, 
then ransacked the 
back end of the office for all uvail- 
able mail pouches, baled paper and 
carrier bags. These were deposited 
around the vault in order to deaden 
the sound of the explosion. 
Ju st what 
kiud of an explosive 
was used to open the safe was 
not 
thoroughly determined, but it point­ 
ed strongly to nitro glycerine. The 
combination 
tumbler on the outside 
door of the vault was knocked off by 
a 
large 
railroad 
spike 
hammer, 
which the robbers had stolen from a 
tool shed in the western part of the 
citv , a long the C. I. & W. railroad. 
The sledge was identified today by 
George Smith, 
a section foreman, 
who stated th at the tool house was 
entered by robbers on Tuesday night 
the same 
night 
that 
the 
Mullins 
blacksmith shop was entered. 
A fter having knocked off the com 
bination, the yeggmen then inserted 
the explosive in the small hole, and 
attached 
a fuse and dynamite cap. 
The mail pouches and bundles were 
piled close around the load and sev - 
eral pouches were damaged. 
This charge opened the outer door 
of the vault, and the thieves ,then 
were confronted by* steel doors bur­ 
ring entrance into the vault. 
These 
doors are unlocked by a key, 
and 
another charge of the explosive was 
made through the key hole, 
which 
opened these doors, and g a\c the 
robbers entrance into the vault pro­ 
per. 
The money and valuable packages 
are kept in a 
cbmpartment in 
the 
vault, 
known as the “Strong box” 
which also is equipped with a com­ 
bination lock. This was not molested, 
and it is thought likely that the rob­ 
bers were frightened away before 
they had time to gain an entrance 
into it. 
The interior of the vault is large, 
with shelving on each side. It was 
upon these shelves that the 
stam p 
books were kept, and which were re­ 
ported to be missing. Besides stam p 
books, records of the office are also 
kept, but these also were overlook 
ed. One box, owned by Lon Kennedy, 
which contained $30 or $40 in gold 
and valuable papers, was overlook­ 
ed. 
„ 
Another boy on the shelf was own­ 
ed by Charles Brown, and contain­ 
ed about $200 in checks and 
cash, 
most of which 
belonged to a local 
lodge. Several large books of stam ps 
which were of higher denominations 
than are commonly used, and which 
were pre-eancelled, were located 
on 
one of the lower shelves, and they 
also escaped the robbers. The value 
of these stam ps was said to amount 
to several thousand dollars.

how it was broken by the vegginen. 
The next thing unusual he noticed 
•was that a* small 
iron safe which 
sits in the rear of the postofflce, was 
open. He went on towards the front 
of the office and when he saw how 
his desk was littered up, everything 
apparently having been scooped off 
of it, he was certain something was 
wrong. Mr. Cross then got a view of 
the front» part of the office and saw 
everything had been disturbed. 
He 
called in Will Leach« who was pass­ 
ing the post office,^ and notified Post­ 
master Hunt. 
This 
morning rural mail carriers 
found more than ten dollars worth ot 
postage stamps in the waste baskets 
near their desks. 
The breaking 
into the postoffice 
was a neat job. 
The yeggmen left 
some marks 
on the windo^ fraipe 
where they pried the screen loose, 
but it is scarcely possible, except on 
close examination, to see the mark 
left by the "jimmy’* which was used 
in opening the wihdow. 
While many inclined toward 
the 
theory that nitroglycerin was used 
hut others believed gunpowder was 
the explosive employed because the 
postoffice was tilk?d with smoke. Mr 
Cross detected the 
odor 
of smoke 
immediately upon entering the office 
The dynamite cap which was used in 
setting off the explosive was found 
tied to the door. 
The 
charge 
was 
exploded 
by 
means 
of a battery, it was stated. 
Waste was used in parking in 
the 
charge, and an examination at 
Hie 
postoffice showed that the 
supply 
there had not been», disturbed. 
Some pieces of carbon paper were 
found 
near 
the 
entrance 
to the 
vault. 
No one was able to deter­ 
mine to what use it had been applied.
